At the end of a three day investi- 
gation by police and the state’s at- 
torney’s office, Dr. W. Eugene Shelton, 
6343 South Halsted street, was ar- 
rested early this morning on a charge 
of murder. It is alleged 
caused the death of a young woman 
by an illegal operation he performed 
about eighteen months ago. 

Dr. Arnold H. Kegel, city 
commissioner, who participated in the 
inquiry, and Assistant State’s Attor- 
neys Walker Butler and Harry §8. 
Ditchburne said that they had evi- 
dence indicating that at least five 
other deaths may have been caused 
by similar operations by Shelton. 

“There should be a campaign 
against physicians who perform such 
operations,” said Dr. Kegel. “I have 
been informed there are quite a num- 
ber of them and that they hold meet- 
ings at intervals to discuss subjects 
connected with their illegal trade.“ 

Docter’s Enemy Talks. 

It was througa Elmer Duval that 
the first intimation of illegal opera- 
tions was obtained. Duval is admit- 
tedly an enemy of the physician. He 
said he stayed several months in the 
flat which the doctor used as a hospi- 
tal at the South Halsted street address.

Next, still following ‘Duval's infor- 
mation, the police called in relatives 
of Stella Lickerman, *vho died in a 
hospital in February, 1927 They re- 
ported that Miss Lickerman was 
treated by Dr. Shelton and that later 
they had her examined by a physi- 
cian who declared she had undergone 
an illegal operation. 
| Blames Nurse for Death. 
‘Duval declared that Dr. Shelton dis- 
missed a nurse, Helen Goode, blaming 
her for the death of the Lickerman 
girl. The physician, Duval, added, 
said that it would cost him $6,000 to 
“square that case.’’ 

With this much evidence in hand 
the prosecutors felt they were justi- 
fied in gejting a warrant charging 
murder. They went to the home of 
Judge William R. Fetzer at midnight 
and formally placed the complaint 
with’ one of Sergt. Callahan’s men, 
Frank Krueger, as the complainant. 

Indications were found, it was said, 
that when any of his cases took a bad 
turn Dr. Shelton placed the patients 
in his car and carried them to a west 
side hospital, where they were treat- 
ed. This hospital will be brought into 
the probe today, according to plan.

of saying that Detroit beat us to the

It would be a civic stroke for 
Chicago to get the forthcoming

the census figures disclose. 


In a general way we know that the 


city’s importance in the motor industry / 


is very great—it is only necessary to 
recall a féw corporate names such as 
Stewart-Warner, Belden, or Borg & 
Beck to realize that—or to take a look 
at the Ford assembly plant. The manu- 
facturing census of 1925 credited Chicago 
automobile manufacturing plants with 
an output valued at $70,146,644, and the 
distribution census of Chicago in 1926 
gave the sales of automobiles here at 
wholesale as $143,499,600. This is a hint 
of the large percentage of motor cars 
sold here which are manufactureg to 
some extent in the city or its environs 
Only the other day, when Ford began 
a big speeding up of production and let 
three important contracts for parts and 
materials, a large share of the manu- 


The 1925 census listed 113 manufactur- 

Ing plants in the metropolitan district 
engaged in the production of motor’ 
vehicle bodies and parts, with 3,266 
workers and an annual output of $21,- 
688,615, and 20 plants making motor 
vehicles, other than motorcycles, with 
5,092 employés and an output of $72,- 
431,271. This output of nearly $100,000,-" 
600 per year is in itself a major industry, 
but does it really measure Chicago's 
participation in the manufacture and 
equipment of automobiles?
